The teachers employed the past year, have, we believe 
exerted themselves to make our schools a success, and the results 
to your Committee are satisfactory. 

The High Schoo] for the year has been in careof Mr. M.C. 
Leonard, a graduate of the State Normal School of Bridgewater, 
Mass. His method is different from any ever before practised in 
town, and has been very successful. Rev. H. M. Holmes has 
been employed as teacher in elocution. The scholars have made 
great progeess under his instruction. 

Mary A. Cook from Vermont taught the South School, a 
teacher well qualified for the position, her work showing fine 
progress in school. 

KE. Josie Marston, of North Hampton, taught the West 
School. She has been an earnest teacher striving to advance her 
pupils, with satisfactory results. 

The Centre was taught by Abbie J. Hale of Massachusetts. 
Earnest in work, firm in discipline, kind to scholars, the result is 
highly commendable. 

The Spring term of East School was taught by Ada Phillips, 
of Wolfboro. A successful teacher, doing her best for the welfare 
of the school, yet we regret to say, that in our opinion her efforts 
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were not appreciated. The Fall term was taught by Lois A. 
Rand of Newcastle, a teacher of good qualifications, but being 
obliged to work against the tide, it was impossable to have good 
results. Frank F. Boyce, taught the Winter term, although a 
novice at school-teaching, starting with much opposition, he 
has been earnest in this work, and by many appreciated. 

While we would not exalt the claims of the High School, 
unjustly, over the Schools of the lower grades. we desire to say 
to the public, that the High School is of great importance to the 
community. To enable the school to maintain a proper position 
it should be provided with necessary apparatus and books of ref- 
erence. We have paid the past year, nearly sixty dollars for 
this purpose, which has been raised by entertainments, under 
the management of the High School. A suitable building should 
be erected for this school, to free it from disadvantages unavoid- 
able in the Town Hall. 

(Discipline. 

Perhaps the most unpleasant duty a teacher is called to per- 
form, is the enforcement of discipline. And it is here that the 
teacher has the greatest need of support. ‘Teachers should use 
the mildest means that can be employed ; but they must be suc- 
cessful in any event. Pupils are not always the best judges of 
teachers, and unpleasantness arise from au improper knowledge 
of circumstances. We hope that sentance may not be passed un- 
til investigation shall establish the justice of the verdict. Each 
parent must remember that fHeir children, when at school, will 
not, from the teacher, be fed plum cake, and all others corn bread. 


ftitendance. 


We would call your attention to the importance of a regular 
attendance at schools. No scholar shold be absent except for 
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good reasons, and good reasons are limited to providential inter- 
ferences, over which parents bave no control. The loss by irregular 
attendance is not only to the abesent ones but to all the members 
of the school. 

By act of last legislature, the town most own all books used 
in schools, creating an expense the past year of two hundred 
dollars for books, causing a demand for book-cases, which with 
books, and needed supplies, has made the amount paid,$258 56. 
More books will be required at the commencement of the Spring 
term. 

We have expended $99 32, for school house repairs. The 
South school house painted inside and out, with light repairs at 
the other houses. The West school house is in bad condition and 
should be painted, both outside and inside. ‘The other school 
houses need some repairs to keep them in suitable condition for 
school use. 

In conclusion we desire to recognise the courtesy which has 
been extended to us in the discharge of our duties.
